The po ssibility o f such a trade 
o ffer befo re the No v em ber 
presidential electio n has been 
m entio ned o ften in recent 
weeks, but Sen. Edward W. 
Bro o ke, R-Mass., said Mo nday 
night he had heard the o ffer will 
co me “ v ery so o n.” 


Bro o ke, a member o f the Sen­ 
ate Armed Serv ices Co mmittee,

to ld the Greater Bo sto n Yo ung 
Republicans Club he is so cer­ 
tain he co uld almo st predict it. 


And a high-lev el State De­ 
partment so urce said Bro o ke 
“ appears to be o n

gro und,” but he wo uld no t dis­ 
cuss it further. 


A spo kesman fo r the State 
D ep artm en t 
sp e c ific ally 
refused to 
kno ck do wn 
the 
Bro o ke repo rt but wo uld no t 
co nfirm it either. 


Ambassado r William Po rter, 
chief U.S. nego tiato r at the 
Paris peace talks, who flew 
ho me secretly last week, co n­ 
ferred Mo nday with Secretary 
o f State William P. Ro gers, but 
there was no o fficial repo rt o f 
what was discussed. 
Presidential press secretary 
Ro nald L. Ziegler, ho wev er, 
to ld newsmen earlier in the day 
that Po rter wo uld no t be taking 
any specific new pro po sals back 
to the nego tiating table when he 


returns to Paris later in the 
week. 
‘‘There is no thing new to o ffer 
o n the Paris peace talks,” 
Ziegler said. He repeated the 
U.S. po sitio n that this co untry 
alway s is willing to enter into 
nego tiatio ns but ‘‘the o ther side 
has sho wn unwillingness to do 
so .” 
PresJ dent Nix o n said in a 
telev isio n interv iew J an. 2 that 
the No rth Vietnamese in Paris 
had said ‘‘no deal” to a with- 


drawal-fo r-priso ners ex change 
o ffer. But no such pro po sal has 
ev er been made at the Paris 
talks. 
Sen. Geo rge McGo v ern, D- 
S.D., and Rep. Ro bert L. Leg­ 
gett, D-Calif., bo th hav e said 
their talks with No rth Vietnam­ 
ese nego tiato rs co nv inced them 
such a trade is po ssible. 
The No rth Vietnamese, ho w­ 
ev er, indicated fo llo wing the 
Nix o n telev isio n statement that 
they were no t dro pping their in­ 


sistence that the United States 
abando n the Saigo n go v ernment 
as a part o f any settlement. 
McGo v ern has accused the 
P resident o f delay ing any 
serio us attempt to end the war 
‘‘until his re-electio n cam ­ 
paign.” 
‘‘Mr. Nix o n’s prio rities fo r 
this electio n y ear,” McGo v ern 
said, “ place the surv iv al o f Gen. 
Thieu’s go v ernment ahead o f 
the release o f o ur priso ners.” 
The U.S. guarantee o f suppo rt 


fo r the Saigo n 
go v ernment, 
o ften stated by Nix o n in the 
past, was no t mentio ned in the 
J an. 2 interv iew. 
Asked whether by nex t No ­ 
v em ber “ there will be no 
Americans, land sea o r air—no 
residual fo rce—fighting in sup­ 
po rt o f Lao tians, Cambo dians o r 
So uth 
V ietnam ese,” 
Nix o n 
said: 
“ That depends o n o ne cir­ 
cumstance ...: 
the situatio n 
with regard to o ur POWs.” 


The White Ho use said later, 
ho wev er, that the United States 
was no t dro pping its suppo rt o f 
President Thieu o f So uth Viet­ 
nam, 
but 
the 
spo kesm an 
sto pped sho rt o f say ing that 
suppo rt had to be in the fo rm o f 
a residual U.S. fo rce in the 
So utheast Asian co untry . 
Last N o v em ber, Co ngress 
passed—and the 
President 
s i g n e d — a 
m i l i t a r y 
pro curement bill including a 
statement that it was 
U.S. 
po licy to set a date fo r with­ 
drawal o f American fo rces fro m 
Indo china. Nix o n, ho w ev er, 
said he wo uld no t be bo und by 
that pro v isio n o f the law.

AGANA, Guam (AP) - A 
man who to ld o fficials he is a 
fo rmer J apanese army 
ser­ 
geant andhas been hiding in the 
jungle since Wo rld War II say s, 
“It all seem s like a dream.” 
“ I keep thinking I’ll wake up 
so o n,” Sho ichi Yo ko i said as he 
met with newsmen after two 
fishermen spo tted him and sub­ 
dued him near his cav e ho me o n 
Mo nday . 
Guam Go v . Carlo s Gamacho 
said first inv estigatio n sho wed 
no reaso n to disbeliev e Yo ko i’s 
claim to be a J apanese army 
surv iv o r, but Camacho said he 
knew o f no way to establish the 
claim co nclusiv ely . 
With Camacho standing at his 
side and ho no rary J apanese 
Co nsul J ames Hintaku serv ing 
as an interpreter, Yo ko i de­ 
scribed his life since Americans 
landed an inv asio n fo rce in 194 4 . 
He said he and nine o ther so l­ 
diers fled into the jungle in 194 4 
and 
the 
gro up 
gradually 
dwindled to two o ther men and 
himself. He said he had been 
alo ne since the two o thers died 
within a sho rt time eight y ears 
ago . 
The 5 -fo o t-4 Yo ko i said he is 
5 8. Do cto rs said he weighed o nly 
90 po unds and was anemic, but 
was o therwise in surprisingly 
go o d phy sical co nditio n. 
Yo ko i said he was afraid to 
co me o ut o f hiding because he 


didn’t kno w what wo uld happen 
to him. He said he subsisted o n 
fish, co co nuts and wild v egeta­ 
tio n. 
Camacho said he will return 
Yo ko i to J apan as so o n as po s­ 
sible. 
In J apan, o fficials o f Aichi 
prefecture repo rted that o fficial 
no tificatio n o f Yo ko i’s death 
was made to his father, Eijiro , 
o n J uly 30, 194 5, two weeks be­ 
fo re J apan surrendered. 
Eijiro died 23 y ears ago at the 
age o f 6 8 and his mo ther, Tsuru, 
14 y ears ago at 7 0. Sho ichi had 
no bro thers o r sisters, 
but 
Osamu Yo ko i, 4 2, who was 
ado pted by Sho ichi’s mo ther 17 
y ears 
ago , 
said 
she nev er 
believ ed the army ’s repo rt o f 
her so n’s death. 
“ If his mo ther had liv ed, she 
wo uld be ex tremely happy ,” he 
added. 
Bunzo Minagawa, 5 2, ano ther 
J apanese v eteran who was 
fo und o n Guam 12 y ears ago , 
said he liv ed with Yo ko i and 
eight o thers fo r abo ut a mo nth 
in the jungle 28 y ears ago but 
separated because o f fear that a 
large gro up wo uld be hard to 
hide. 
“ I can’t believ e he liv ed alo ne 
in the jungles,” said Minagawa, 
who spent 16 y ears o n the island 
in the co mpany o f ano ther 
J apanese so ldier, Tadashi Ito , 
51.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Federal Trade Co mmissio n has 
acted to break up the multimil- 
lio n-do llar 
breakfast-fo o d 
in­ 
dustry with a pro po sed co m­ 
plaint against the natio n’s fo ur 
largest cereal manufacturers. 
The co mmissio n said Kello gg 
Co ., General Mills, Inc., Gener­ 
al Fo o ds Co rp. and Quaker Oats 
Co . maintain 
a highly co n­ 
centrated market thro ugh such 
practices as false adv ertising 
and price fix ing. 
They hav e “ illegally mo no po ­ 
lized” cereal pro mo tio n and 
pro ductio n fo r the past 30 y ears, 
the FTC said Mo nday . 
The pro po sed co mplaint said 
the fo ur engage in “ pro lifera­ 
tio n o f brands and trademark 


pro ductio n; artificial differ­ 
entiatio n o f pro ducts; unfair 
metho ds o f co mpetitio n in ad­ 
v ertising and pro duct pro mo ­ 
tio n; restrictiv e shelf-space- 
co ntro l pro grams and acquisi­ 
tio ns o f co mpetito rs.” 
FTC Chairman M iles W. 
Kirkpatrick signed the co m­ 
plaint, alo ng with co mmissio n­ 
ers Paul Rand Dix o n and Mary 
Gardiner 
J o nes. 
Co m­ 
missio ners Ev erette MacInty re 
and Dav id S. 
Denniso n J r. 
dissented. 
Kello gg replied that the FTC 
allegatio ns were “ based o n the­ 
o ries that hav e nev er been tried 
o r tested.” 
. 
A spo kesman said the co m­ 
missio n “ has said it is wro ng to 


be big, wro ng to be efficient, 
and wro ng to succeed.” 
A General Mills spo kesman 
called the actio n “ legally unte­ 
nable.” 
“ General Mills will resist to ­ 
day ’s actio n,” the co mpany said 
fo llo wing Mo nday ’s FTC an­ 
no uncement. 
General Fo o ds said it “ re­ 
mained co nv inced that the ce­ 
real industry is ex tremely co m­ 
petitiv e and we sho uld kno w, 
since we hav e to struggle ev ery 
day to maintain o ur co mpetitiv e 
po sitio n in the marketplace.” 
The fo ur co mpanies, the FTC 
said, co ntro l 91 per cent o f the 
ready -to -eat-cereal market in 
the United States. 
They wo uld hav e 6 0 day s to 


respo nd to the pro po sed co m­ 
plaint under no rmal FTC prac­ 
tice, then it wo uld beco me final. 
After that, the matter may be 
appealed to federal co urts. 


The co m m issio n pro po sal 
urged: 


—“ Div estiture o f assets, in­ 
cluding plants and o ther facil­ 
ities, fo r the fo rmatio n o f new 
co rpo rate entities to engage in 
the manufacture, distributio n 
and sale o f ... cereals.” 
—“ Pro hibitio n o f acquisitio n 
o f sto ck o r assets o f firms en­ 
gaged in the business o f manu­ 
facturing o r selling” cereals. 


—Pro hibitio n, also , o f “ any 
practices fo und to be antico m­ 
petitiv e.”

Mo nday upheld earlier lo wer 
co urt rulings that laws requir­ 
ing a o ne-y ear waiting perio d 
fo r welfare assistance in New 
Yo rk 
and 
Co nnecticut 
are 
unco nstitutio nal. 
The high co urt acted witho ut 
a hearing. This metho d auto ­ 
matically affirmed the judg­ 
ments o f two federal district 
co urts that the residence rule 
v i o lates 
the 
co nstitutio nal 
rights o f the po o r peo ple. 
Republican State Sen Charl­ 
es Zo llar o f Bento n Harbo r 
respo nded to Mo nday ’s ev ent 
by say ing he will inv estigate 
to determine whether a co nsti­ 
tutio nal 
suit 
can 
be 
filed 
against Co ngress. 
Zo llar to ld this newspaper 
to day that if he can spearhead 
such a suit, it wo uld be based 
o n 
the 
same 
equal 
rights 
amendment (the 14 th) o f the 
U.S. 
Co nstitutio n, 
o nly 
this 
time seeking to pro tect equal 
rights o f tax pay ers. 
As fo r a suit against Co n­ 
gress, Zo llar said his earlier 
reso lutio n 
calling 
fo r 
equal 
federal distributio n o f welfare 
funds amo ng all states pro bab­ 


ly wo uld fo rm a legal base. 
This reso lutio n has been ap­ 
pro v ed by the Michigan legis­ 
lature. 
Fo r a starter, the senato r 
who heads the Senate appro ­ 
priatio ns co mmittee, said he 
will co nfer so o n with deans o f 
the state’s law scho o ls at the 
Univ ersity o f 
Michigan 
and 
Way ne State univ ersity . Zo llar 
said fro m these men he ho pes 
to get adv ice o n guidelines fo r 
a 
suit, 
if 
o ne 
is 
po ssible. 
Zo llar said he then will co nfer 
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w i t h natio nal co nstitutio nal 
law ex perts. 
Co mmenting 
o n 
Mo nday ’s 
Supreme Co urt actio n, Zo llar 
no ted that the co urt acted by 
inactio n — by no t ho lding a 
hearing o r rehearing, there­ 
fo re allo wing lo wer co urt rul­ 
ings to remain in effect. “ My 
ho pe wo uld be that they (the 
co urt) wo uld reco nsider the 
matter,” said Zo llar. 
Referring to the equal rights 
amendment as affecting the 
po o r, 
Zo llar 
said 
that 
the 
federal go v ernment pay s o nly 
50 per cent to ward welfare 
o utlay s in Michigan, co mpared 
to 7 0 per cent paid to Arkan­ 
sas 
and 
90 
per 
cent 
to 
Mississippi. He also said thkt 
a family o f fo ur can receiv e 
$24 0 
a 
mo nth 
in 
welfare 
pay ments in Michigan, co m­ 
pared to o nly $6 0 in Mississip­ 
pi 
“ Michigan, with an already 
high unemplo y ment rate, has 
beco me ho me 
base 
fo r 
an 
influx 
o f 
po o r 
fro m 
o ther 
states,” Zo llar said. He added 
that piese po o r canno t find 
jo bs ¡o r wo rk, o r they wo uld 
rio t be o n welfare at ho me in 


the first place. “ Because they 
can 
mo v e 
abo ut 
freely 
to 
co llect higher welfare rates, 
there is a need to pro v ide 
Michigan tax pay ers the same 
pro tectio n u n d e r the 
14 th 
amendment,” Zo llar co nclud­ 
ed. 


New Yo rk and Co nnecticut 
set o ne-y ear residency laws 
fo r welfare recipients, claim ­

Comets, according to one theory , are 
hu nks

Their wide ranging orbits take them 
arou nd the su n and to the farthest 
ou tposts of the solar sy stem. 
This makes them ideal natu ral spies 
for scientists filling in theories abou t 
the origin of the solar sy stem , 
the 
composition of the 
planets 
and 
the 
order of the u niv erse in general. 
Trou ble is, science has not learned to 
interpret 
the 
signals 
giv en off 
by 
comets in their trav els. Scientists still 
seek im portant clu es to their composi­ 
tion, which they need if they are to 
u nderstand the reactions of comets to 
other planets.

at 
this 
stage 
of 
scientific 
progress, 
the 
scientist 
with a 
well 
dev eloped c u r i o s i t y 
and av erage 
amou nt of ingenu ity doesn’t need mu ch 
else to enable him to

Since B errien’s popu lation div ided by 
the Cou nty B oard’s constitu ency falls 
between these ex trem es, one way of 
looking at the reapportionm ent is to 
say it m akes no difference if the 21 
m ax im u m is kept or some lesser nu m ­ 
ber is adopted. 
Ou r feeling is to stick with the 21 
m ax im u m . 
The apportionm ent commission m u st 
establish contigu ou s districts which, in 
tu rn, m eans squ aring off each district 
as best it can and, if at all possible, not 
city , township and precinct lines. 
The commission seemingly has a fiv e 
per cent popu lation v ariance to work 
with, that is, the cou rts hav e indicated 
that 
this 
mu ch 
dev iation 
from 
one 
electiv e area to another satisfies the 
spirit in one man-one v ote. 
Ordinarily , the larger the nu m ber of 
districts the easier it is to meet that 
qu alification. 
Consequ ently , 
it 
wou ld

qu ite workable div ision of the Cou nty 
Board 
shou ld

Another

The sm aller this representa­ 
tion goes, the less the opportu nity for 
the many commu nities to make their 
problems known. 
There was a time when the Cou nty 
Board was nothing more than a cau l­ 
dron of city and township lobbies. 
If nothing else, the one man-one v ote 
ru le silenced that babble. It has u p­ 
graded cou nty gov ernm ent and giv en it

In the Vietnamese War, the 
Commu nists hav e repeatedly

For 
ex ample, their empoly ment of 
the U. S. prisoners of war as a 
psy chological-political weapon 
ex actly parallels their u se of 
the French prisoners taken at 
Dien Bien Phu . 
The strategy of reprise rests 
on a sou nd assu mption: 
If 
something su cceeds once, it 
mu st hav e some m erit, and is 
v ery likely to su cceed again. 
Bu t the strategy of reprise 
does possess the disadv antage 
of permitting the alert anta­ 
gonist to anticipate and there­ 
fore prepare for one’s mov es.

In a v ery real sense the 
significant b a t t l e s will be 
fou ght not on the grou nd in 
Vietnam, bu t on the TV screen 
in the American liv ing rooms.

Later films gav e a similarly 
misleading impression of the

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Prosecutor Sees Better Resuhs In ’72 
Welfare Fraud Unit Called Success

Berrien Prosecutor Ronald 
J. Taylor today termed his 
welfare 
support 
and

unit’s activities for 1971 an 
“unprecedented success” and 
hinted even better results for

In a year-end report for 1971 
released today, Taylor listed 
the welfare support and fraud 
unit*s accomplishments during 
its first full year as: 
—Obtaining court judgments 
for chiid support valued, at a 
100 per cent collection rate, at 
$380.000 a year, 
—Screening 114 possible wel­ 
fare fraud cases, resulting in 
53 warrants for arrest and 24 
cases in oourt to date with 
only two acquittals. 
—And doing it at a cost of 


$28,290, or a net return of $5.69 
in collections for every Fed­ 
eral-State dollar spent on the 
program. 
For 1972, the welfare sup­ 
port and fraud unit will be 
bolstered by adding a half- 
time 
attorney 
to 
the 
one 
fulltimer now on duty and by 
moving the entire unit from 
the prosecutor’s office in the 
courthouse, St. Joseph, to the 
Berrien Social 
Services de­ 
partment 
office 
in 
Benton 
township, Taylor’s report said.

Berrien social services and

The 
welfare 
support 
and 
fraud unit — now comprised 
of fulltime Atty. Jack Struwin, 
part-time Atty. Edward Skin­ 
ner, Investigator John Gilles­ 
pie. and a paternity clerk- 
secretary — 
moved to the 
Berrien Social Services office 
as of Jan. 19. 
In child support cases for 
1971, the special unit inter­ 
viewed 1,170 c l i e n t s and 
initaited 420 family support 
and paternity suits in Berrien 
circuit c o u r t plus a cor­ 
responding 100 suits in courts 
0 utside 
Michigan. 
Further, 
several hundred cases were 
referred to the Berrien friend 
of the court’s office for pro­ 
cessing in or out of court to 


obtain child support payments. 
As a result of team action, 
at the end of 1971 judgments 
were on the Berrien county 
court books that would pro­

$380,000 a n n u a l l y , 
Taylor’s report said. 
“While it is unrealistic to

Little Aid Against Erosion

SOUTH HAVEN - Owners 
of l.ake Michigan 
shoreline 
property were offered little 
assurance that either state or 
federal govemmwit help is on 
the way to stop erosion that is 
eating away at more than one- 
third of the shoreline between 
Berrien and Ottawa counties. 
More than 100 persons at­ 
tended a public hearing here 
Monday to hear presentations 
from state and federal offi­ 
cials as well as to present 
their story 
to 
a group of 
legislators. 
The hearing was the first of 
four to be held across the 
state this week by the Mich­ 
igan Water Resources commis­ 
sion. 
Legislators in attendance in­ 
cluded State Sen. Gary Byker 
of Hudsonville, and State Rep. 
Bela K e n n e d y of Bangor, 
Harry Gast of Stevensville, 
Melvin De Stigter of Hudson­ 
ville and Jam es Farnsworth of 
Plain well. 
Persons attending the hear­ 
ing learned that both the state 
and federal government are 
conducting extensive shoreline 
erosion studies to detennine 
the scope of the problem. 


At 
the 
same 
time, 
the 
spokesm en said that neither 
the state or federal govern­ 
ments have funds available for 
erosion problems confronting 
private property owners. Fed­ 
eral participation is available 
on 
a 
limited 
basis 
if 
the 
elimination of erosion on pri­ 
vate property is deemed a 
public necessity. 
Bill Marks a staff member 
for the commission 
(WRC), 
urged citizens to contact their

“We feel that the shoreline 
erosion situation is a long­ 
term, persistent p r o b l e m 
which needs long term solu­ 
tions,” said Marks,

1,282.5 miles are stable. 
The state and federal gover­ 
nments differ on the scope of 
erosion along the 107.6 miles 
of shoreline between Berrien 
and Ottawa counties. The fed­ 
eral report said 38.6 miles 
were classified as “critical” 
while the state contends that 
65 miles 
face serious pro­ 
blems. 
“The e n t i r e 
four-county 
shoreline is subject to signifi­ 
cant erosion of varying de­ 
grees,”

federal 
report 
concluded. 
“ (Erosion) 
takes 
place along scattered areas, 
the longest being the entire 
Van Buren county shoreline.” 
The f e d e r a l survey has 
placed a $16.2 million price 
lag ($400,000 per mile)

Michigan shoreline has been 
placed at $51 million 
The federal report recom­ 
mends 
the 
construction

artificial beaches as the best

The 
erection of 
bulkheads,

AGANA, Guam (AP) - A 


man who told officials- he is a 
former Japanese army ser- 
geant and has beer) hiding in the 
jungle Since World War II says, 
"It all seems like a dream." 


"I keep thinking I'll wake up 


soon," Shoichi Yokoi said as he 
met with newsmen after two 
fishermen spotted him and sub- 
dued him near his cave home on 
Monday! 


Guam Gov. Carlos Gamacho 


said first investigation showed 
no reason to disbelieve Yokoi's 
claim to be a Japanese army 
survivor, but Camacho said he 
knew of no way to establish the 
claim conclusively. 


With Camacho standing at his 


side and honorary Japanese 
Consul James Hintaku serving 
as an interpreter, Yokoi de- 
scribed his life since Americans 
landed an invasion force in 1944. 


He said he and nine other sol- 


diers fled into the jungle in 1944 
and ' the group 
gradually 


dwindled to two other men and 
himself. He said he had been 
alone since the two others died 
within a short time eight years 
ago. 


The S-foot-4 Yokoi said he is 


58. Doctors said he weighed only 
90 pounds and was anemic, but 
was otherwise in surprisingly 
good physical condition. 


Yokoi said he was afraid to 


come out of hiding because he 


didn't know what would happen 
to him. He said he subsisted on 
fish, coconuts and wild vegeta- 
tion. 


Camacho said he will return 


Yokoi to Japan as soon as pos- 
sible. 


In Japan, officials of Aichi 


prefecture reported that official 
notification of Yokoi's death 
was made to his father, Eijiro, 
on July 30, 1945, two weeks be- 
fore Japan surrendered. 


Eijiro died 23 years ago at the 


age of 6B and his mother, Tsuru, 
14 years ago at 70. Shoichi had 
no brothers or sisters, but 
Osamu Yokoi, 42, who • was 
adopted by Shoichi's mother 17 
years ago, said she never 
believed the army's report of 
her son's death. 


"If his mother had lived, she 


would be extremely happy," he' 
added. 
• Bunzo Minagawa, 52, another 
Japanese veteran who was 
found on Guam 12.years ago, 
said he lived with Yokoi and 
eight others for about a month 
in the -jungle 28 years ago but 
separated because of fear that a 
large group would be hard to 
hide. 


"I can't believe he lived alone 


in the jungles," said Minagawa, 
who spent 16 years on the island 
in the company of another 
Japanese soldier, Tadashi Ilo, 
51.

The commission said Kellogg 


Co., General Mills, Inc., Gener- 
al Foods Corp. and Quaker Oats 
Co. maintain a highly 
con- 


centrated market through such' 
practices as false advertising 
and price fixing. 


They have "illegally monopo- 


lized" cereal promotion and 
production for the past 30 years, 
the FTC said Monday. 
'. 


The proposed complaint said 


the four engage in "prolifera- 
tion of brands and trademark 


production; artificial differ- 
entiation of products; unfair 
methods of competition in ad- 
vertising and product promo- 
tion; restrictive shelf-space- 
control programs and acquisi- 
tions of competitors." 


FTC Chairman Miles W. 


Kirkpatrick signed the 
com- 


plaint, along with commission- 
ers Paul Rand Dixon and Mary 
Gardiner 
Jones. 
Com- 


missioners Everelte Maclntyrc 
and David S. Dennison 
Jr. 


dissented. 


Kellogg replied lhat the FTC 


allegations were "based on the- 
ories lhat have never been tried 
or tested." 
.' A spokesman said the com- 
mission "has said it is wrong to 


be big, wrong to be efficient, 
and wrong to succeed." 


A General Mills spokesman 


called the action "legally unte- 
nable."

There was a time when the County 


Board was nothing more than a caul- 
dron of city and township lobbies. 


If nothing else, the one man-one vote 


rule silenced that babble. It has up- 
graded county government and given it 
a needed wider base on which 
to 


strengthen local government in gen- 
eral. 


Yet the separate communities have 


their own questions which deserve the 
right answers, and by drastically re- 
ducing the Board's membership, the 
opportunity grows for failing in thai 
requirement. 


Controlling The Magic Box 


The world is becoming increasingly 


computerized. It is much more con- 
venient for the government if people 
allow themselves to become numbers 
and their personal particulars mere 
holes punched in cards. 


There is a sense of wonder at what 


computers can do. To be able lo press 
a few buttons and produce, say, the 
number of people aged 33 with 
fair

is no mean achievement, and one at

Watt, the discovered of radar, "not the 
machine master of man." 


The problem of the future is how lo 


retain 
t h e 
mastery. 
Mankind 
will 


tolerate for 
only 
a short time Ihe 


indignity of being reduced to a cipher. 
In the past his reaction of revulsion 
has often taken the form of anarchy. 
The.machine has an endless appetite. 
H grows with what it feeds on. 


A computer may come up with a 


result which would baffle Uie brain of 
man to produce, but it can never 
provide the magic of creativity, the 
judgment based on wisdom and in- 
dividual experience, These are the true 
essence of the human spirit. 


If they can be preserved and de- 


fended 
against the encroachment of 


"magin boxes/' then man has nalfung 
to fear.

In child support cases for 


1971, (he special' unit inter- 
viewed 1,170 c l i e n t s and 
initaited 420 family support 
and paternity suits in Berrien 
circuit c o u r t plus a cor- 
responding 100 suits in courts

Michigan. Further, 


several hundred cases were 
referred to the Berrien friend 
of the court's office for pro- 
cessing in or out of court to 


obtain child support payments. 


As a result of team action, 


at the end of 1971 judgments 
were on the Berrien county 
court books that would pro- 
duce $360,000 a n n u a l l y , 
Taylor's report said. 


"While it is unrealistic to 


anticipate that 100 per cent of 
these judgments will be col- 
lected," it added, "we believe 
the first year's

Property Owners 
Offered 


Little Aid Against Erosion

SOUTH HAVEN — Owners 


of Lake Michigan shoreline 
property were offered little 
assurance that either state or 
federal government help is on 
the way to stop erosion that is 
eating away at more than one- 
third of the shoreline between 
Berrien and Ottawa counties. 


More than 100 persons at- 


tended a public hearing here 
Monday to hear presentations 
from state and federal offi- 
cials as well as to present 
their story 
to a group of 


legislators. 


The hearing was Ihc first of 


four to be held across the 
slate thin week by the Mich- 
igan Water Resources commis- 
sion. 


Legislators In attendance In- 


cluded State Sen. Gary Byker 
of Hudsonvlile, and State Rep. 
B«la K e n n e d y of Bangor, 
Harry Gait of .Stevenavllle, 
Melvln De Stlgter of Hud*on- 
vllle and James Karnsworth of 
Plalnwell. 


Persona attending lh« hear- 


ing learned that both the state 
and federal government are 
conducting extensive ahorellne 
ercclon studlM to determine 
the scope of the problem. 


At 
the 
same 
lime, 
the 


spokesmen said that neither 
the state or federal govern- 
ments have funds available for 
erosion problems confronting 
private property owners. Fed- 
eral participation is available 
on 
a 
limited basis 
if the 


elimination of erosion on pri- 
vate property is deemed a 
public necessity. 


Bill Marks a staff member 


for the commission (WHO, 
urged citizens to contact their

officials to encourage assist- 
ance programs for the private 
property owner. 


"We feel that the shoreline 


erosion situation is a long- 
term , persistent p r o b l e m 
which needs long term solu- 
tions," aald Marks.

The coat 
to protect the entire Lake 
Michigan ihorellne has been 
placed at *5I million. 


The federal report recom- 


mend*

artificial heachn ai the best 


means of arresting erosion in 
the four-county area. 


It concluded that beaches 


are energy dissipators mean- 
ing they cushion wave action 
against t h e shoreline. The 
erection of bulkheads, sea- 
walls, revetments, groins and 
offshore breakwaters lend to 
impede the natural processes 
thus creating erosion problems 
in other areas according to Ihc 
rcporl. 


"Many people arc unknow- 


ingly damaging their neigh- 
bor's properly by constructing 
breakwaters 
on 
Ihcir 
own 


land," said Marks. "There Is 
need for a common protective 
works program." 


Many of Ihc (jueslions ad- 


dressed 
t o 
the 
legislators 


focussed on the reed for lax 
relief for shoreline property 
owners. Several property own- 
ers related stories of having 
property assessments Increase 
while their land continues to 
shrink because of erosion. 


Two township supervisors 


who attended 
the 
hearing, 


Richard Bus of South Haven 
and Jerry Sarno of Covert, 
said 
they 
were constantly 


reviewing shoreline property 
assessments. •
